A, That an Oath, if not usd with Irreverence, 


‘but Solemnity, if not upon a Frivolous, but an Ex- 
traordinaty occafion, is notonly Lawful, but Ule- 
ful, but Neceffary, we learn from no lef{s a Perfon 
than S:. ?au/, in Ach. 6. 16. where, when the A- 
poftle mentions the Cuftom of folemn Swearing, he 
not oaly Condemns the Cuftom, but thews the In- 
tention, the Excellency of it, For Men verily fwear 
by the Greater; andan Oath for Confirmation is to 
them an Bad of all Strife. And fure we may ule 
the Name of a Good and Beneficent God to fo Good 
a Purpo'e, with (o Beneficiala Defign, as to put 
anend to Scrife, to make up Unchriftian Differen- 
ces, to Compofe Un-Golpel Controverfics, and to 
folow after evings, that make for Peace. Sure we 
may ufe the Name of God, while Imirating Him, 
whole Name we ufe, whi'c endeavouring to fecure 
to our felves the Bleffing anncx’d to the 7th Beati- 
tude 5 Bleffed are the Peace makers, for They fhall be 
call’d she Children of God. And weil may They be 
call’d God's Children, who by rhedue Performance 

of fo Excellent a Dury bear the fame Refleinbiance 

to God, as do Children to their Father. 

It is Obfervable withal, that Solemn Swearing is 

a Parc of Religious Wor fhip, is a Giving unto God 

the.Honor due unto his Name, is a Publick Ac- 

knowledgment ot his Unrival’d Greatnefs (as the 

Apoftle Intimates in the foremention'd Paffage, Men 

verily fear by the GREATER) is a bearing open 

Tefti:nony ro fevera! of his Arrributes-; to his Om. 

nifcience, that he is Conicious to what we are do- 

ing ; to his ruth and Veraciry, that he Abhors the 

Lying Lips, accordrng to that inthe Propher; He, 

that foeurcth inthe Earth, [weareth by the God of 

Twh s ro his Juftice, chat he isthe great Avenger, 

and {wits nor the Perjard ro go Unpunith'd ; to 

bis eninorence, that he is Able ro Panth cthofe, 

: fo notorioss a Crime as thas of 
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Perjuty are obnoxious ro his Juftice. And hence ie 
is, thac Mcfes lays to the Iraclites in Deur. 6, 13. 
Thou fhait Fear the Lord thy God, and Serve bim.ana 
fhale Swear by his Name. Where we may learn, nos 
only that we are Pofitively Com nanded to Swear 
by the Name of God, but alfo, that to Swear by 
his Name is to Fear and Serve him. If any one ob- 
ject, thar this is a Jewith Law, and therefore no 
ways obligatory to Cirdiians, we an{wer, that it 
is a part, not of the Ceremonial, which was to be 
Abolith'd, but of the Mora! Law, which was ne- 
ver to be repeal’d, as the Author of the fecond Co- 
venanr bimlelf, acquainrs us, f came not to Deftroy 
the Law, ( that ss, the Moral part of ir, but to ful- 
fil it. But fince ( as 1s obfery'd above) to Swear 
by the Name of God is to Fear and Serve him, is 
itnot the Duty of a Chriftian to Fear and Serve 
God ? Is thisthe Duty of a Few only 2 We are 
Periuaded, that noone wiil fay, itis, Aad yet 
They, who Deny the Lawfulnefs of all Oaths 
mu{t fairly acknowledg it, ir they will 2é& cone 
fiftently with themfelves. 

We cannot omit to obferve, thar when Sr. Paul 
(in the foremention'd Paflage) fays, Men verily 
Swear by the Greater, he makes ule of this Cufiom 
ainony Men ro explain the Nature of God’s own 
Oath, which he {wear to our Father Abraham. Bur 
can we poflibly imagin, that the Apoftle wou'd 
venrare to explain fo Divine a matrer as an Oath 
made by God himfelf, wou'd venture ro Explain it 
by aCorrup:, Vicious, Unwarrantable Cuftom. 

When Dawid (in Pfa. 45 ) gives usthe Cha. 
racter of a Godly Man, he mikes this an Ingredi- 
ent of his Character ; H>, that /weareth to his own 
burt, ana Changeth not. Buc if all manner of fweare 
ing were Uniawtul, he woud not have faid this of 
his Godly Man. 

As for all thofe Patlug:s in Scripture, which Ex. 
prefly forbid Sweariog, Vhey re.er only co Come 
non Swearing, to Surraring upon Trivial and Frie 
volous occafions. A Practice fo Indecent, fo Pro. 
fl gate, to Bnormons, to Bilafphemous, that we need 
not wonder, thar wae Prophes lays, because of 
Swearing tos Lacd Miurncel, 
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Q. Gentlemen, What is the Reafon we can fatten 
up all Creatures, excepting Man, when we pleafe ? 

A. This Queftion is propofed in too general 
Terms, including all Creatures one Man, and 
would be better reduced to this.» Why Man can- 
not be fat’ned at pleafure, as many other kind of 
living Creatures are ?
